GOVERNOR OF TENNESSEE 

SAYS UNION RESPONSIBLE. 

Fifty Men Arrested, Including Officer, of 
United Mine Worker* ol America. 

Another case of murder and 
silence. The fiftv union miners 
under military arrest at Whit- 
well, Tenn., have been very reti- 
cent iu testifying before the 
coroner's jury, several have been 
allowed to give bond and it looks 
at this distance like the murder- 
ers who killed the non-union 
miner, Clark Robertson, by shoot 
ing through his house while he 
slept, will never be convicted. 
But the dispatches say the mili- 
tary officers in charge are mak- 
ing a genuine effort to find the 
guilty parties. The Governor of 
Tennessee visited Whitwell after 
the murder of Robinson and oth- 
er outrages against non-union 
miners and their families, before 
he necided to send troops there. 
After personal investigation he 
told the union miners, iu a pub- 
lic speech, that the union was 
responsible for these outrages, 
that upon admissions made by 
members of the United Mine 
Workers' union, he found that 
no union man's house had been 
fired iuto, while uumerous such 
offenses had been committed 
against non union men. He said 
that this was prima facie evi- 
dence that union men had perpe- 
trated these outrages. Gov. Cox 
sent the soldiers to Whitwell. 
At the close of a meeting tif 
union miners one night those at- 
tending the meeting were made 
to fall in line and march around 
the hall. The military officers 
theu picked out those under sus- 
picion and caused them to be ar- 
rested and placed under military 
guard. These men were held to 
testify lit and to await the action 
of tbe coroner's inquest, which 
had adjourned from day to day 
since the murder of Robinson, 
but could do nothing until the 
militia came. Among the men 
arretted were the district presi 
dent and other officials of the 
United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca and the number included a 
small merchant who appeared to 
have received high power rifles 
for the uuiou miners, several of 
which guns were found on his 
prentices at the time of his ar- 
rest. 

Efforts are being made to dis- 
cover at Tracy City, eight miles 
from Whitwell, the identity of 
the union meu who are believed 
to have visited Wlutewell on the 
uight of the murder and to have 
participated iu it. 

Report of Regie Purchase Denied. 

Clarksville, Tenn., Nov. 14.— 
J. B. Jackson, Chairman of the 
Logan County, Kentucky, Dark 
Tobacco Growers, denies em- 
phatically the report recently 
sent out from Russellville, Ky. , 
to the effect that the Regies has 
purchased .5,000,000 pounds of 
tobacco iu Logan County. Mr. 
Jackson says tne • buyers at a 
liberal estimate have not pur- 
chased over 1,500,000 pounds, 
and a large portion of that was 
bought iu adjoining counties. 
At a meeting held Saturday the 
report of the big Regie purchase 
M as denied as false in resolutions 
adopted.

Millions of Acres Not Adapted to 
Faming Would Pay Hand- 



PLANTED IN VARIOUS FOREST TREES. 

Railroad Companies Establishing Large 
Forest Plantation* for Cross Ties. 

Special to Thk Bke. 

Washington, D. C, Nov. Hi— If} 
the old days wood was burned by 
the engines of the Galena A Chicago 
Union Railroad, the parent company 
of the present Chicago & Northwest- 
ern System. Atone of the annual 
meetings of this parent company, 
President Van Nortwick announced 
to the stockholders that he had 
bought a certain woodland at Elgin, 
Illinois— now little more than asub- 
ulb of Chicago— and that he felt like 
congratulating the company that 
this wood tract would forever secure 
sufficient fuel for the company's lo- 
comotives. Some years later, when 
the Chicago & Northwestern was 
perfected, the attention of one of the 
officers was called to President Van 
Nortwlck's statement. This officer 
made a rapid computation, which 
showed that the "Elgin woodland 
would not furnish kindling wood 
enough for the road's locomotives 
for even a single year. Which sug- 
gests the fact that the annual con- 
sumption of railroad ties alone in 
the United States Is 120,000,000, or 
fully one-sixth of the total cut of 
timber. In addition to this thei 
are vast drains upon the forest f< 
telephone for telegraph and teli 
phone poles and for cross arms, and 
for timbers tor railroad const — 
tion. At the present rate of foreBt 
destruction the United States within 
forty years will ne absolutory c!< 
nuded of merchantable timber.

The railroads have given a good 
deal of consideration to lumber sup- 
plies; the spectre of a timber famine 
Is prominently before them, and iB a 
recognized apparition. Ten yeare 
ago only the soundest ties were ac- 
cepted; seconds aud thirds were 
promptly thrown out by the purch 
asing agents. Today these are al 
utilized. A few years ago red oak, 
black oak, beech, gums, pines and 
other soft woods were considered 
useless. 

These woods are now being purch 
ased in great quantites and treatei 
witli creosote and other preserva 
tlves for ties, poles and cross arms 
This treatment, which quadruples 
the life of a soft wood tit*, has open- 
ed up a supplv which will meet the 
demand for some years. Bui a short- 
age is distinctly in sight aud some 
broader plans must he undertaken. 
Tlit only remedy is tre<- planting 
and forest management.

Washington, Nov. 11 — An 
earnest protest was made to the 
President today against the pro- 
posed railroad freight rate leg- 
islation. The protest was filed 
by representatives of the five 
great labor organizations con- 
nected with railroading—the en- 
gineers, firemen, conductors, 
switchmen and trainmen. The 
members of the delegation 
which called on the Presideut 
represented the organisations. 
They poiuted om to him that 
railroad rate legislation logically 
meant the lowering of rates. 
This, they contended, will be 
followed by a lessening of the 
earning power of the railroads 
and consequently by the reduc- 
tion, eventually, of the wages of 
railroad employes. 

Iu response, President Roose- 
velt assared the delegation that 
it was not his purpose or the 
purpose of those who favored 
railroad rate regulation, to do 
anything that might injure the 
railroads of the country, or, in 
cidsutally, the employes of the 
railroads. He said that it was 
his purpose that all classes — 
railroads, shippers and employes 
—should have perfectly fair 
treatment, He was of the opiu 
ion that the proposed legislation 
would not mean a reduction nec- 
essarily in railroad rates, aud 
suggested that the members of 
the delegation, therefore, were 
proceeding on a wroug under- 
standing of the situation.

The whole forest problem is a 
big eue.

day that King George IV. actually was 
married to Mrs- . Fitzherben. 

Judge Ord, who lived for many years 
on Pennsylvania avenue, was a heavy 
stockholder in ihe Washington Gas 
Light Co., and a member of the board 

according to the reports, was the king's 
son. He was aware of his "kinship." 

Mrs. Fitzhcrbert died seventy years 
ago. Among her effects was found a 
package of papers, with a request by 
her that they be consigned* to the care 
of a certain bank in London, with the 
stipulation that they be not opened 
for a long period. By permission of 
King Edward, the bank, as trustee of 
the papers, opened them last week, and

that George IV. was actually married 
to Mrs. Fitvherbert when King George 
was yet prince of Wales. As she was 
not of royal blood, the union was not 
valid unser English law, though It waB 
sanctioned by the Catholic church, to 
which Mrs. Fltzherbert belonged. The 
British public has always been inter- 
ested to know whether there was Issue 
from the marriage, and It was expected 
that the papers would settle the dis- 
pute, but they evidently contained no 
mention of any child.
